When acked why he did not go 
back to Philadelphia to his parents, he 
replied: 


"My father is dead and my mother is 


in the lunatic asylum," 


The boy was known by his compan- 


ions as Charlie McChristy. He is fair 
faced, and hflfl light hair, with curls 
clustering around his forehead. He has 
well shaped features, and is much more 
delicate looking than other New York 
lads brought up in the same social at- 
mosphere. He has been a very good 
boy until recently, when by some cir- 
cumstances he was forced into bad com- 
pany. Recently Charlie ran away from 
home. He could not be located until a 
few days ago, when his chum got a let- 
ter from him, dated Boston, in which he 
stated he had been arrested for stealing 
a valise. He said that a boy whose ac- 
quaintance he had made bod committed 
the act, and that by force of circum- 
stances he had been arrested for the 
crime. 


Inspector Byrnes yesterday sent one 


of his men to Boston with Charlie's 
ohum, whose name is Willie Tato, to 
see Charlie MoOhristy, and to obtain 
his release, pending an investigation as 
to whether ho is the long lost boy. 


A special to the World from Boston, 


in this connection, says: Tom Adams, 
of the New York Central squad, in com- 
pany with a young man of 18, arrived 
in this city shortly before midnight. 
They were very mysterious in their 
actions, but it was learned that they 
had come for the purpose of looking at 
a young man who lies in prison charged 
with larceny, and who is supposed to be 
Charlie Ross.

Go on the War Path and Strike

Enemies, the Sioux. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 26—Buffalo Bill's 


eyes glowed with a fiery light yesterday 
as he thought of the immediate prospect 
of taking an active part in the campaign 
against the Indians of ihe northwest. 
His reputation as a scout during former 
Indian troubles has led to his selection 
in a eonienhat similar capacity in the 
present strained situation by General 
Miiee. Just what his exact duties will 
be has not been divulged by Colonel 
Cody, but he stipulated that several 
of his friends should be allowed to go 
with him to North Dakota. In the se- 
cret instruction given, no mention was 
made concerning theso friends, but the 
desired permission was granted late 
last night.

With 
these three companions, Buffalo Bill 
intends to strike terror into th« hearts 
of his old Sioux enemies, and the war 
whoop of the famous scout will drown 
the yells of the Indian fanatics.

REMARKABLE SURGERY. 


A Bone From a I>OE Tran»planted to 


theli«gofa Boy—Succeisfnl 


Operation. 


NEW YOHK, Nov. 26.—Success seems 


to have crowned the remarkable surgi- 
cal operation of transplanting a bone 
from a dog to the leg of John Gethnis, 
which was performed by Dr. A. M. 
Phelps, at the Charity hospital, on 
Blaokwell's Island, a^ont ten days ago. 
Boy and dog are one. 
Their flesh has 


grown together and everything indi- 
cates that their bones have begun to 
unite. 
Since the operation every pre* 


caution has been taken by Dr. Phelps 
to prevent any information about the 
patient being given to the public. The 
boy and the dog were placed in a room 
by themselves and nobody has been ad- 
mitted except the house surgeon and 
the nurses and an occasional friend of 
Dr. Phelps. 
A gentleman Jast night, 


however, who is almost as well informed 
about the case as Dr. Phelps himself, 
told all he knew about the bone grafting 
operation. 


"I think I can safely say," he said, 


"that all of the indications are largely 
in favor of success in the attempt to en- 
graft a piece of the dog's bone into the 
leg of the boy. Their flesh has grows 
together and unless all signs fail union 
has begun between their bones." 
The 


gentleman then described the plaster 
casts, and said that there was no truth 
in the assertion that nothing could be 
learned about the success or failure of 
the operation until the plaster oasts that 
bind the boy and dog together have 
been removed. Not a day has passed 
that Dr. Phelps has not inspected the 
woui'd, and if need be, the exterior of 
the connection between boy and dog 
could have boen dressed without dis- 
turbing the plaster cast of Johnny's leg, 
the plaster cast on the dog or the plaster 
band that hold their legs firmly to- 
gether. 


Probably the most certain indication 


of the union between the bones, upon 
which the greatest stress is always laid 
by surgeons, is the fact that ever since 
the operation the temperatures of both 
the boy and the dog have been normal. 
Fever indicates that union of broken 
bones is not progressing favorably. Not 
until the dog's upper forearm is out 
away from the boy's leg will it be known 
beyond the possibility of a doubt that 
the canine's bone has amalgamated with 
the boy's. Tho final operation of separ- 
ating Johnny and the dog is not likely 
to be made for at least a couple of 
weeks.
